A well fitting harness, usually sc 
cured by punching a few more holes 
in straps and buckling them up with 
s o m e judgment, will pay good returns 
ir. the durability of a team. How long 
cculd a man work in peace, if a lea­ 
ther strap were hourly chafing his 
bare skin? 
A lover of animals asks people to 
s< e how many horses they can find 
without evidences of ill-fitting bar 
ress* s, as seen through the wearing 
off of hair or open sores. 
As a rule 
the horses driven by boys and igno­ 
rant men fare worse,

societies are having a good effect.

As all shoe m anu­ 
facturer» of certain grades used such 
trade methods, the practice in a sense 
was fair. 
But it led the public to ac­ 
cept m aterial that was not good econ­ 
omy. 
The idea of “pure shoe” legis­ 
lation is to let the public know w h a t 
it is buying.

The Death Knell of Alaska Natives. 


“ Dr. Em il Krulisb has spent 
six 
months ii¡v<*stiga!ing 
the 
physical 
condition of the native population of 
Xlaska. 
Dr. Krulish 
is 
convinced 
that tuberculosis w ill exterminate the 
natives in the course of sixty or sev­ 
enty years if it is not at once eradi­ 
cated. In his report as commissioner 
of education he says that 15 per cent 
of the entire population is infected 
with tuberculosis in either the active 
r the latent stage. 
“ The advent of 
tuberculosis 
ami 
many other diseases, he says, was 
synchronous with that of the w h it e 
man. 
Dr. Krulish found in many of 
the \ illayeg unhygienic conditions of 
^o revolting a character that the de­ 
crease of 14.5 per cent in the native 
population 
between 
the years 
1900 
and 1910 is scarcely surprising. 
H e 
is. however, by no means hopeless. 
If the native is given a white man's 
chance he w ill improve wonderfuly. 
Dr. Krulish believes. 
He found that 
in Sitka, where, for the five years 
preceding 1912, Dr. M. H, Foster, of 
the public health service, found an 
annual death rate of 85 and a birth­ 
rate of 72, or a net loss of 13 per 
thousand, the death rate during the 
past year was 29 per thousand.
